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The  Pvirpose  of  the 
Institution 


Tl  I  E  design  of  this  school,  as  expressed  in  section  1082  of  the 
Revised  Codes  of  North  Dakota,  1907,  "shall  be  to  prepare 
•teachers  in  the  science  of  education  and  the  art  of  teaching 
public  schools."  The  curriculum  and  the  regulations  of  the 
school  are  formulated,  therefore,  with  a  direct  reference  to  this  double 
purpose — the  instruction  and  training  of  teachers.  One  refers  to  the 
science  and  the  other  to  the  art  of  teaching.  In  furtherance  of  the 
first,  it  is  the  aim  of  the  institution  to  give  Th<:  student  a  thorough  and 
comprehensive  grasp  of  the  subjects  of  study  usually  required  in  our 
public  schools — the  logical  presupposition;  a  full  knowledge  of  the  na- 
ture and  powers  of  the  child  to  be  taught  and  the  order  in  which  the 
faculties  develop — the  psychological  presupposition;  and  an  understand- 
ing of  the  principles  governing  the  methods  of  presenting  the  subject 
matter  of  instruction  so  as  to  secure  the  suitable  activity  of  the  fac- 
vl ties  at  the  right  time,  the  conditions  of  proper  mental  growth.  Stu- 
dents are  instructed  in  those  principles  that  will  enable  them  to  prop- 
erly select  and  arrange  the  materials  of  education — to  construcf  the 
course  of  study.  A  well  organized  school  of  practice  gives  ample  op- 
portunity for  the  student  to  attain  the  second  aim,  the  art  of  edu- 
cation. 

The  studies  of  the  curriculum  are  selected  with  reference  to  their 
pedagogical  value.  It  is  not  the  intention  to  give  a  purely  academic 
education,  but,  as  a  teacher  requires  a  minute  knowledge  of  the  sub- 
jects he  teaches,  and  most  of  our  applicants  are  poorly  prepared  and 
as  academic  instruction  is  to  some  extent  the  basis  and  the  medium  of 
professional  training,  the  first  effort  must  be  in  the  direction  of  thor- 
ough instruction  in  the  common  academic  subjects. 

It  is  the  aim,  however,  to  give  the  student  a  teacher's  view  of  each 
subject,  to  the  end  that  he  may  be  most  sufficient  in  the  education  of 
others.  First,  then,  is  a  mastery  of  the  subjects — scholarship;  second, 
the  study  of  psychology  and  pedagogy  and  the  observation  of  child  life 
— knowledge  of  the  subject  to  be  taught,  these  two  determining  the 
principles  of  education ;  third,  the  development  of  scientific  methods  to 
be  put  in  practice  and  thoroughly  acquired  as  an  art  in  the  training 
school — skill  in  teaching. 

To  secure  the  first,  there  must  be  thorough  and  expert  instruction 
in   the  academic  departments.     Each  teacher  must  be  a   specialist  in 
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his  own  department  as  well  as  an  expert  teacher.  This  school  fortun- 
ately has  such  a  corps  of  instructors,  each  of  whom  has  been  chosen 
because  of  his  or  her  special  qualifications. 

Abundant  opportunity  for  the  second  is  afforded  in  the  profession- 
al department,  in  the  study  of  psychology,  educational  theory,  and  ob- 
servation of  child-life  in  the  school  of  practice,  the  kindergarten  and 
the  play  ground. 

Real  skill  in  teaching  can  only  be  acquired  by  teaching.  Com- 
menius  says :  "Let  the  things  that  have  to  be  done  be  learned  in 
doing  them."  The  observation  of  children  and  of  expert  teaching 
should  be  followed  by  practice.  The  school  of  practice  offers  the  most 
favorable  opportunity  for  this  training  in  skill. 

Scholarship,  knowledge  of  the  special  principles  of  education,  and 
skill  in  teaching,  these  are  the  ends,  but  to  make  them  efficient  there 
must  be  high  character.  The  atmosphere  and  discipline  of  the  school 
are  such  as  to  influence  the  lives  of  students,  to  advance  the  standard 
of  teaching,  to  elevate  the  teacher  and  thorough  the  teacher  and  his 
work,  to  promote  the  interest  of  the  state  by  securing  a  higher  and 
nobler  type  of  citizenship,  and  a  general  advance  of  the  intelligence, 
morali  y  and  culture  of  the  people. 


Departments  of  the  School 

According  to  custcm,  this  institution  distinguishes  between  the 
Academic  and  the  Professional  sides  of  Normal  training.  As  the 
first  requirement  of  a  good  teacher  is  good  scholarship,  the  first  effort 
must  be  in  the  direction  of  thorough  instruction  in  the  common  acad- 
emic subjects  and  of  a  general  view  of  such  advanced  studies  as  are 
deemed  of  greatest  value  to  the  teacher.  The  second  requirement  of 
a  good  teacher  is  special  preparation,  a  knowledge  of  the  principles 
of  education  and  of  the  best  practice,  and  skill  in  the  management  of 
school's.  Naturally  in  this  purely  professional  side  of  teacher  train- 
ing, pedagogy,  methods,  psychology,  and  child-study  are  prominent, 
and  these  branches  are  supplemented  by  a  careful  study  of  the  history, 
the  science,  and  the  art  of  education,  illustrated  and  enforced  by  ob- 
servation and  practice.  In  the  following  description  of  the  work  of 
the  school,  the  Academic  and  the  Professional  phases  are  combined. 

I     Biology 

Mr.  Johnson. 

Biology  is  no  longer  a  memorizing  of  scientific  terms.  Neither 
should  it  be  merely  information-giving.  It  should  have  some  measure 
of  real  knowledge  through  contact  with  actual  objects.  While  biology 
should  give  information,  and  while  it  must  make  use  of  some  scientific 
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nomenclature,  it  should  principally  help  the  student  to  regard  all  life 
as  orderly;  that  past  and  present  organisms  have  resulted  from  the 
interactions  of  causes  and  effects  whether  we  have  traced  these  or  not. 
The  aim  is  to  make  biology  both  cultural  and  practical. 

BOTANY  AND  AGRICULTURE.  A  one  year  course. 
Scheduled  for  the  second  year,  but  may  be  elected  by 
other  students.  The  fall  term  is  devoted  to  the  study  of 
the  common  trees  and  shrubs  of  this  region.  Some  of  the  lower  algae 
are  collected  and  studied.  In  the  winter  term  the  study  of  the  algae 
and  fungi  is  completed.  Structure  is  studied  mainly  as  an  aid  in  un- 
derstanding function.  The  economic  importance  of  these  forms  is 
constantly  emphasized.  Ferns  and  the  forms  leading  up  to  the  higher 
seed  plants  are  taken  up  in  the  spring  term.  Many  common  flowering 
plants  are  analyzed.  There  are  a  large  number  of  experiments  in 
plant  physiology,  and  the  nature  of  soils  is  investigated.  Forestry  is 
studied  in  its  larger  relations  and  also  in  its  practical  application  to 
conditions  in  this  state.  The  principles  of  plant-growing  and  plant- 
breeding  are  considered.  Texts :  Linville  and  Kelly's  General 
Zoology  and  Colton's  Manual  of  Practical  Zoology. 

ZOOLOGY.  Three  terms  for  secpnd  year  students,  but  may  be 
elected  by  others.  Laboratory  work  on  type  forms  of  animal  life.  The 
economic  relations  of  organic  life  are  emphasized.  The  student  is  led 
to  understand  the  structure  o.  mammals  and  of  men  as  in  most  respects 
the  highest  type  of  that  group,  through  the  sludy  of  lower  forms.  The 
relation  of  cause  and  effect,  as  manifested  both  in  form. and  in  func- 
tion is  constantly  sought.  The  school  has  a  good  museum  which  is 
used  extensively  in  class  work.  A  large  number  of  the  best  reference 
books  have  recently  been  bough',  as  well  as  increased  equipment  in 
the  form'  of  chemicals,  microscopes,  slides,  and  physiological  apparatus. 
Government  reports  and  bulletins  from  the  -various  state  experiment 
stations  are  liberally  used. 

Texts:  Bergen  and  Davis'  Principles  of  Botany  and  Labora- 
tory and  Field  Manual  of  Botany,  and  Bailey's  Principles  of  Agricult- 
ure. 

ELEMENTARY  HUMAN  PHYSIOLOGY  AND  ANATOMY. 
This  course  is  given  whenever  it  is  justified  by  the  demand.  The 
aimi  is  to  teach  the  fundamental  facts  of  anatomy,  and  the  most 
important  laws  of  hygiene,  in  order  to  increase  physical  and  conse- 
quently mental  and  moral  efficiency.  Laboratory  work  throughout. 
Professional  men  from  the  city  address  the  students  of  this  course 
from  time  to  time,  on  subjects  with  which  they  are  especially  familiar. 
Text :     Hough  and  Sedgwick's  The  Human  Mechanism. 
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II  Classical  La.i\gua.ges 

Miss  Fridd. 

FIRST  YEAR  LATIN.  Throughout  the  year.  The  object  of 
this  course  is  to  make  the  student  familiar  with  the  inflections  and 
structure  of  the  Latin  language  as  a  preparation  for  reading  Caesar  and 
Cicero.  The  subject  matter  consists  of  constant  drill  in  forms  and  con- 
structions together  with  daily  practice  in  translating  short,  interesting 
narratives  on  subjects  closely  connected  with  the  daily  life  of  the 
Romans.     Text:     Collar  and  Daniell's  A  First  Latin  Book. 

CAESAR.  Throughout  the  year.  The  chief  aim  of  this  course  is 
to  teach  the  student  to  read  Latin  easy  and  well.  The  text,  therefore,  is 
used  as  a  basis  for  drill  in  inflection  and  structure,  but  also 
to  give  the  student  some  little  knowledge  of  Caesar,  of  the  polit- 
cal  institutions  of  Rome  and  Gaul,  and  of  the  operations  and 
methods  of  the  two  countries  in  warfare.  Four  books  of  the  Gal- 
lic war  are  read.  One  lesson  a  week  is  devoted  to  Latin  Prose 
Composition.  Texts :  Harkness  and  Forbes'  Caesar  and  Bennett's 
Latn   Grammar  and  Preparatory  Latin   Wrifer. 

CICERO.  Throughout  the  year.  The  study  of  grammatical  struct- 
ure is  continued  in  this  course,  but  more  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the 
literary  workmanship,  and  upon  the  interpretation  of  the  language 
as  spoken  rather  than  written.  The  four  Catilinarian  Orations  are 
read,  of  which  a  rhetorical  analysis  is  made  and  in  connection  with 
which  are  studied  the  motives  and  occasions  of  presentaton,  and 
the  life  and  character  of  Cicero  as  affecting  his  oratory.  In  addi- 
tion a  few  of  Cicero's  letters  are  read,  to  give  the  student  an 
idea  of  Cicero  the  man  rather  than  the  politician,  and  to  furnish 
material  for  rapid  -reading  and  sight  translation.  Texts:  Kel 
sey's  Selected  Orations  and  Letters  of  Cicero,  and  Bennett's  Latin 
Grammar  and  Latih  Composition. 

VIRGIL.  Throughout  the  year.  This  course  may  be  elected  by 
students  who  have  completed  three  year's  work  in  Latin.  It  aims  to 
teach  an  appreciation  and  understanding  of  Latin  poetry  through  a 
careful  study  of  the  Aeneid.  The  supplementary  work  is  of  a  general 
character,  consisting  of  discussions  of  epic  poetry.  Greek  and  Roman 
mythology,  and  the  political  importance  of  the  Aeneid.  Texts : 
Knapp's  Virgil's  Aeneid. 

HI    CommerciaJ 

Mr.  Curtis s. 
Mrs.  Greenwood. 

The  time  is  coming  when  the  schools  must  more  fully  meet  the 
demands  of  the  business  world  for  a  commercial  and  industrial  edu- 
cation.   The  high  schools  have  begun  to  recognize  this  demand  and  to 
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incorporate  business  courses  into  their  curriculums.  The  Normal 
school  is  meeting  the  situation  by  offering  to  the  teachers  and  young 
people  of  the  state  the  opportunity  to  secure  special  training  in  com- 
mercial branches.  The  course  as  outlined  elsewhere,  is  as  broad  and 
educational  as  other  courses  in  the  curriculum.  A  student  who  has 
completed  the  first  year's  work  or  its  equivalent  may  elect  to  take  the 
commercial  subjects  only.  In  addition  to  the  strictly  commercial  sub- 
jects outlined  below,  arithmetic  and  industrial  history  will  be  required 
of  those  who  wish  to  complete  the  two  year  commercial  course. 

BOOKKEEPING.  A  three-term  study.  The  instruction  is  large- 
ly individual.  Special  column  rulings,  duplicating  devices,  department 
ledgers,  the  keeping  of  branch  store  accounts,  and  the  opening  and 
closing  of  partnership  books  are  introduced.  Text:  Curtiss's  Amer- 
ican Standard  Bookkeeping. 

COMMERCIAL  LAW.  That  part  of  the  common  law  which  con- 
cerns the  ordinary  business  relations  forms  the  subject  matter  for 
study.  The  aim  is  not  to  teach  technical  law,  but  to  give  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  general'  principles  which  govern  the  life  of  trade.  Con- 
tracts, negotiable  instruments,  personal  property,  partnership,  corpora- 
tions, etc.,  are  some  of  the  topics  considered.  Text:  Lyons'  Com- 
mercial Lazv. 

COMMERCIAL  GEOGRAPHY.  Winter  term.  The  products, 
the  natural  and  artificial  means  of  transportation,  the  growth  of  com- 
mercial centers,  etc.,  are  studied  with  a  view  of  understanding  their 
relation  to  the  development  and  industries  of  the  different  sections  of 
the  United  States.  The  systems  of  this  country  are  contrasted  with 
those  of  other  countries.    Text:     Adams's  Commercial  Geography. 

RAPID  CALCULATION.  A  drill  in  which  the  object  is  to  de- 
velop speed  and  accuracy  in  addition  and  other  of  the  common  com- 
putations. All  students  of  commercial  branches  are  expected  to  take  it. 
Proficiency  may  be  acquired  in  from  one  to  three  terms. 

CORRESPONDENCE.  A  one  term  study.  It  alternates  with 
rapid  calculation  during  the  winter  term.  It  is  intended  especially  for 
those  students  who  take  commercial  work  only.  Letter-writing,  tele- 
grams, punctuations,  etc.,  are  fully  treated.  Text :  Belden's  Com- 
mercial Correspondence. 

STENOGRAPHY.  Three  terms,  one  period  daily.  Open  to  all 
students  of  the  second  year  or  more  advanced.  First  term:  A  com- 
plete mastery  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  subject  accom- 
panied by  exhaustive  tests  and  certain  miscellaneous  exercises.  Text: 
Barnes?  Brief  Course..  Second  term1:  Drills  and  varied  exercises 
designed    to     increase    the    student's     stenographic    vocabulary    and 
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strengthen  the  memory.  At  the  end  of  this  term  a  speed  on  new 
matter  is  required  of  seventy  words  per  minute.  Texts :  Barnes'  Reader 
No.  2,  and  Tinus'  Dictation  Studies.  Third  term:  Extensive  work  on 
all  business  forms,  legal  and  legislative  documents,  miscellany.  Sys- 
tematic work  is  carried  on  in  filing,  copying,  indexing, 
manfolding,  as  well  as  in  the  acquisition  of  gen- 
eral knaiwledge  and  habits  required  of  the  competent 
amanuensis.  At  the  completion  of  this  term  the  student  is  not  only 
required  to  take  notes  readily  at  a  speed  of  one  hundred  words  a 
minute,  but  is  qualified  as  an  orderly,  intelligent  and  competent  assist- 
ant to  the  business  man  of  this  strenuous  age,  capable  of  filling  places 
of  trust  with  case,  grace  and  mental  poise.  Texts :  Barnes'  Reader 
No.  3,  Barnes'  Complete  Instructor,  and  Tinus'  Dictation  Studies. 

TYPEWRITING.  Three  terms,  one  period  daily.  Open  to  all 
students  electing  to  pursue  the  subject.  Touch  typewriting  is  taught, 
and  no  effort  is  made  to  secure  speed  until  a  perfect  mastery  of  the 
keyboard  is  acquired.  Absolute  accuracy  is  emphasized  from  the  be- 
ginning. Intelligent  and  faithful  care  of  the  machine  is  at  all  times 
required.  At  the  end  of1  the  course  rapid  and  accurate  work  is  at- 
tained, with  a  minimum  speed,  when  transcribing  shorthand  notes,  of 
twenty-five  words  per  minute.  The  student  is  also  required  to  famil- 
iarize himself  with  up-to-date  office  devices  and  customs.  The  work 
throughout  the  course  is  practical,  modern,  thorough.  Students  who 
are  also  studying  shorthand,  use  Van'Sant's  System  of  Touch  Type- 
writing; those  who  do  not  wish  to  take  up  stenography  use  R.  R. 
Felch's  Touch  Typewriting  Instructor. 

COMMERCIAL  CORRESPONDENCE.  Alternate  days  through- 
out the  year.  This  subject  is  open  to  all  who  elect  to  pursue  it,  and 
is  one  of  the  requisites  of  the  Commercial  Department.  The  work  is 
designed  to  give  systematic  and  comprehensive  drills,  both  in  and  out 
of  the  class  room,  on  every  phase  of  letter-writing,  equally  in  regard 
to  the  technique  and  the  literary  compositibn  thereof,  correct  usage 
for  formal  occasions,  punctuation,  contracts  by  mail,  telegrams,  cable- 
grams and  general  postal  information.  Commercial  Correspondence 
may  be  substituted  for  two-thirds  of  the  regular  rhetorical  work  of 
the  year.     Texts:     Altmaier's  Commercial  CorrsespoWrdewve. 

IV     Drawing 

Miss  Deem. 

DRAWING.  Three  terms.  The  object  is  to  train  the  student  in 
correct  observation,  to  give  a  knowledge  of,  and  to  cultivate  a  taste 
for  beauty  in  art  and  in  nature,  and  to  formulate  a  better  aesthetic  en- 
joyment  of  life.     The  effort   to   prepare   the   student   for  work  as   a 
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teacher  of  the  subject  in  the  public  schools  is  kept  prominent.  The 
mediums  used  arc  water  color,  charcoal  and  chalk.  First  term:  Free- 
hand drawing'  of  objects,  and  the  principles  involved;  the  mixing  and 
handling  of  colors;  paintings  from  life  and  from  still  life;  copying, 
leading  to  a  knowledge  of  the  technique  of  the  artists.  Second  term: 
Elementary  studies  in  design  and  color  harmony;  principles  of  pic- 
torial composition;  landscape  painting;  the  study  of  the  human  figure; 
and  drawing  from  life.  Third  term:  Principles  of  design,  and  their 
application  in  everyday  life;  original  designs  based  on  these  princi- 
ples; landscape  sketching;  painting  from  plant  life;  a  brief  history 
of  art. 

ADVANCED  DRAWING.  One  yetir.  A  thorough  study  of 
drawing  as  adapted  to  all  grades;  a  consideration  of  the  pedagogy  and 
special  method  of  the  subject;  advanced  work  in  technique. 

V     English  Language  ^nd  Literature

GRAMMAR,  I.  One  term.  Required  of  first  year  students.  A 
study  of  sentences :  their  use.  structure  and  classifications.  Mod- 
ifiers. Complement.  Phrases.  Clauses.  Independent  Elements. 
Parts  of  Speech ;  their  specific  functions  and  primary  classifications. 
Intensive  study  of  nouns  and  pronouns.  Ordinary  case  uses.  Syn- 
tax. Analysis.  Text :  Emerson  and  Bender's  Modern  English,  Book 
Two.     Chapters  I— XXXV. 

GRAMMAR,  II.  One  term.  Required  of  first  year  students  af- 
ter comple:ing  Course  I.  An  intensive  study  of  verbs,  adjectives,  ad- 
verbs, and  conjunctions:  their  classifications,  properties  and  inflec- 
tional forms.  Verbals :  their  distinctive  characteristics  and  uses. 
Intensive  study  of  phrases  and  clauses.  Special  case  uses.  Common 
solecisms.  General  summing  up  of  elements,  substantival,  adjectival, 
and  adverbial,  and  their  syntax  possibilities.  Analysis.  Text :  Em- 
erson and  Bender's  Modem  English,  Book  Two,  ChaptersXXXXV-CL. 

REVIEW  GRAMMAR.  One  term.  Required  of  Seniors.  This 
course  seeks  to  cover  in  review  Courses  I  and  II,  in  as  large  a  way  as 
classes  may  be  able  to  take  the  work,  and  to  help  students  to  be  able 
to  teach  the  subject  with  as  much  directness  as  possible,  by  assisting 
them  to  an  appreciation  of  logical  development  in  lesson  presentation, 
the  possibilities  of  the  inductive  me'.hod,  readiness  to   illustrate  with 
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original    examples,    and    the   prime    importance    of    sentence   analysis. 
Text:    Carpenter's  Principles  of  English  Grammar. 

COMPOSITION  AND  RHETORIC.  One  year.  A  study  of  the 
laws  of  correct  expression  in  language  and  of  their  application  in 
written  and  oral  composition.  Criticism  of  selected  specimens  of  good 
English.  Required  of  all  second  year  students.  Texts :  Espenshade's 
Rhetoric,  and  Nutter,  Hershey  &  Greenough's  Specimens  of  Prose 
Composition. 

ENGLISH  LITERATURE.  One  year.  A  brief  historical  survey 
accompanied  by  the  consideration  of  a  number  of  the  classics  and  an 
investigation  of  literary  principles.  Open  to  third  year  students.  Texts : 
Halleck's  History  of  English  Literature  and  various  classics. 

SPELLING  AND  WORD  STUDY.  One  year,  unless  excused 
by  passing  an  entrance  examination  with  a  record  of  95  per  cent,  or 
by  reaching  and  maintaining  through  a  number  of  consecutive  weeks 
that  same  degree  of  excellence,  in  class  work  and  tests.  Required  of 
all  first  year  students,  save  as  specified  above,  and  of  all  other  stu- 
dents whose  work  in  this  line  is  markedly  deficient.  The  spelling  will 
be  combined  with  orthoepy  the  first  term,  and  wnh  word-building  and 
definition  the  second  and  third  terms.  Texts:  Irish's  Orthography 
and  Orthoepy,  Anderson's  A  Study  of  English  Words. 

R.hetoricaJs 

First  year  students  are  required  three  exacting  exercises,  or  their 
equivalent,  during  each  term,  in  regular  rhetorical  classes.  These 
classes  will  be  under  the  supervision  of  various  members  of  the  fac- 
ulty, who  will  examine  submitted  papers  and  outlines,  and  conduct 
and  criticize  the  exercises  before  the  classes.  First  year  students  are 
not  eligible  to  membership  in  literary  societies. 

Juniors  throughout  the  year  and  Seniors  during  the  first  two 
terms  are  required  three  exacting  exercises  each  a  term,  either  in  liter- 
ary societies  or  in  rhetorical  classes.  The  papers,  selections  and  out- 
lines must  be  submitted  to  the  faculty  for  revision,  according  to  the 
pre-arranged  schedule,  on  the  Tuesday  before  the  Saturday  on  which 
they  are  to.  be  delivered.  All  Juniors  and  Seniors  not  members  of 
literary  societies  will  be  organized  into  regular  rhetorical  classes  and 
required  to  do  the  same  amount  of  work. 

A  schedule  of  all  rhetorical  and  society  work  will  be  made  out  by 
the  English  department  at  the  beginning  of  e'ach  term.  Each  student 
will  be  given  a  card  bearing  a  program  and  blanks  for  a  record  of 
his  rhetorical  or  society  work  for  the  term.  These  blanks  wiil  be 
filled  in  by  the  teacher  in  charge. 
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Society  secretaries  must  fully  report  to  the  English  department 
each  Tuesday  the  rhetorical  work  done  at  the  last  meeting. 

The  rhetorical  work  of  each  student  each  term  will  comprise  at 
least  one  substantial  paper  or  essay,  to  be  delivered  from  memory. 

Other  acceptable  rhetorical  work: 

Written  or  oral  description  or  narration.    (First  year  students). 

Debate,  written  or  oral.     (Juniors  and  Seniors). 

Declamation.     (All  years). 

Oratory — orations  to  be  delivered  from  memory.   (Seniors). 

Each  student's  program  for  the  term  will  be  arranged  in  advance 
in  conference  with  the  English  department,  and  must  be  rigidly  ad- 
hered to. 

A  student  that  fails  to  fulfil  the  society  and  rhetorical  require- 
ments promptly  and  satisfactorily  must  present  an  additional  exercise 
as  a  penalty. 

When  anything  occurs  to  prevent  the  regular  Saturday  night  so- 
ciety meetings,  they  are  to  be  held  the  following  Monday  night. 

Students  participating  in  the  Brownson  prize  competition  (a  prize 
of  $25  for  general  excellence),  in  public  inter-society  or  interscholastic 
debate,  in  theatricals,  or  in  other  similar  exercises,  will  be  excused 
from  an  equivalent  amount  of  rhetorical  work. 

Second  year  students  not  taking  rhetoric  and  not  members  of  lit- 
erary societies  will  be  organized  into  regular  rhetorical  divisions. 

Commercial  students  may  substitute  one  year's  work  in  letter- 
writing  for  two-thirds  of  the  first  year  rhetoricals.  To  make  up  the 
remaining  third,  one  declamation  each  term  will  be  required  of  Com- 
mercial students. 


VI    Geography  and  Geology 

Miss   Perrine. 
Miss  Deem. 

GEOGRAPHY.  Two  terms  in  the  first  ye<ar.  This  course  aims  at 
an  understanding  of  the  most  important  relations  existing  between  na- 
ture and  man  and  between  ourselves  and  other  peoples.  Special  at- 
tention is  paid  to  the  great  features  of  relief,  the  most  important  move- 
ments of  atmosphere  and  hydrosphere,  and  the  consequent  modifica- 
tions of  the  geosphere.  By  the  study  of  present  natural  changes,  an 
ability  is  gained  to  interpret  the  past  and  to  forsee  the  future  of  the 
earth's  surface,  to  note  the  corresponding  effects  on  the  life  of  the 
globe,  and  upon  man  and  nations  in  particular.  Text:  Dodge's 
Geography. 

PHYSICAL  GEOGRAPHY.  One  term  of  the  first  year.  A  more 
thorough  study  of  the  great  agenci-es  modifying  the  earth's  relief,  a 
consideration  of  the  influences  of  internal  and  external  energy  in  the 
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great  earth  processes  of  the  past  and  present,  and  of  the  conditions 
governing  the  manifestations  of  life  upon  the  surface;  the  increasing 
of  an  interest  in  nature  and  the  strengthening  of  the  appreciation  of 
life.    Text :    Davis's  ElemeMkwy  Physical  Geography. 

PHYSIOGRAPHY.  One  term  in  the  fourth  year.  A  study  of 
the  forces  and  agencies  by  which  the  past  and  present  relief  of  the 
earth  has  been  determined.  A  short  period  is  devoted  to  the  study  of 
common  minerals  and  rocks,  and  much  attention  is  given  to  the  lab- 
oratory consideration  of  the  geological  collections  at  the  service  of 
the  department.    Text:    Tarr's  Elementary  Geology. 

REVIEW  GEOGRAPHY.  One  term  in  the  fourth  year.  The 
fundamental  principles  of  mathematical  and  physical  geography,  to- 
gether with  a  comprehensive  study  of  a  few  types  in  political  and  com- 
mercial geography.  The  work  is  adapted  to  each  individual  as  far  as 
practicable  and  is  carried  on  with  a  view  to  his  more  efficient  work  as  a 
teacher  of  geography. 

METHODS  IN  GEOGRAPHY.  The  general  scope,  place  in  ed- 
ucation, and  divisions  of  geography  are  considered,  followed  by  a 
study  of  the  mental  faculties  to  be  developed  and  of  the  mode  of  treat- 
ment of  geographical  subject  matter  in  relation  to  mental  discipline. 
The  work  of  the  grades  is  outlined,  and  general  suggestions  are  given 
as  to  the  conduct  of  the  recitation  and  the  treatment  of  special  topics. 


VII     History  and  Socia.1  Science 

Mr.  Pooley. 

Mr.  Tanner. 

AMERICAN  HISTORY.    One  year.    Required  of  all  second  year 

students.     A  general  survey  of  American  history  to  the  present  time. 

Special  attention  is  paid  to  social  and   economic  as   well  as  political 

development.    Text :     Channing's  Student's  History. 

GENERAL  HISTORY.  One  year.  Required  of  all  Juniors.  A 
course  designed  to  give  the  student  a  general  knowledge  of  the  history 
of  Europe,  Ancient,  Mediaeval,  and  Modern.  Texts :  West's  Ancient 
Wm'ld  and  Robinson's  History  of  Western  Europe. 

REVIEW  HISTORY.  Spring  term.  Required  of  all  Seniors. 
This  course  presupposes  such  knowledge  as  may  be  gathered  from  the 
usual  high  school'  course.  The  work  is  arranged  with  special  ref- 
erence to  teaching  Americal  history  in  the  common  schools.  Text: 
McMurry's  Special  Method  in  History. 

CIVICS.  Fall  term.  Open  to  second  year  students.  A  study  of 
the  organization  and  operation  of  both  Federal  and  State  governments. 
Text :    James  and  Sanford's  Government  in  State  and  Nation. 
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ECONOMICS.  Winter  term.  Open  to  second  year  students.  A 
course  designed  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  fundamentals  of  Po- 
litical Economy.    Text:    Fetter's  Principles  of  Economics. 

SOCIOLOGY.  Spring  term.  Open  to  second  year  students.  A 
study  of  the  organization  of  society  and  an  examination  of  the  forces 
which  control  it.     Text :     Fairbanks'  Introduction  to  Sociology. 

UNITED  STATES  HISTORY.  One  year.  Open  to  first  year 
students.  An  elementary  course  adapted  to  the  needs  of  those  who 
have  not  suffiient  preparation  for  Course  I. 

CURRENT  EVENTS.  Fall  and  winter  terms.  Required  of  all 
Seniors.  A  weekly  meeting  of  the  Seniors  for  the  discussion  of  cur- 
rent history. 

ENGLISH  HISTORY.  One  year.  Open  to  students  who  have 
had  Course  II  or  its  equivalent.  This  course  is  designed  to  give  the 
student  an  insight  into  the  political,  industrial  and  colonial  develop- 
ment of  the  English  nation.  Text :  Cheyney's  A  Short  History  of 
England. 


VIII  Library  Science 

Miss  West. 

THE  USE  OF  THE  LIBRARY.  Required  of  all  entering  stu- 
dents one  term,  once  a  week.  Rules  and  regulations  of  the  library; 
classification  and  shelf  arrangement  of  the  books;  the  use  of  the  card- 
catalogue,  periodical  indexes,  and  reference  books. 

LIBRARY  TALKS.  Seniors,  one  term,  once  a  week.  The  sub- 
jects include  school  libraries,  the  school  library  room,  book-binding, 
selecting  and  ordering  books,  children's  reading,  cataloguing  and  class- 
ification, call  numbers,  shelf  list,  loan  system.,  etc. 

IX  Manual  Training 

Mr.  Barton. 

MANUAL  TRAINING.  A  three-term  elective  taken  largely  by 
Juniors  and  Seniors,  but  which  may  be  chosen  by  a  few  second  year 
or  even  first  year  students.  The  work  .as  now  organized  proceeds  as 
follows : 

First  term.  Joinery  with  applications ;  the  care  and  use  of  tools 
and  equipment. 

Second  term.  Application  of  the  first  term's  work  in  designing  and 
constructing  school  and  home  conveniences. 

Third  term.  Continuation  of  the  work  of  the  first  and  second 
terms ;  the  construction  of  small  articles  of  furniture,  school  devices, 
apparatus,  etc. 
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Sloyd,  burnt  wood,  mechanical  drawing,  and  turning  arc  all  in- 
volved. Topics  of  interest  and  value  to  the  manual  training  work  are 
discussed  throughout  the  course.  No  text  is  used,  but  much  reference 
is  made  to  the  books  on  manual  training  which  are  in  our  library. 
The  equipment  has  been  generally  enlarged  and  improved  the  past 
year,  so  that  at  present  we  have  an  equipment  for  wood  work  which 
compares  favorably  with  any  in  ;he  state. 


X     Mathematics

ARITHMETIC.  Two  terms  in  the  first  year.  A  study  of  both 
the  abstract  and  the  concrete  phases  of  the  subject,  the  former  includ- 
ing no.aiion,  addition,  subtraction,  multiplication,  and  division,  factor- 
ing common  and  decimal  fractions,  evolution  and  involution;  while  the 
latter  phase  comprises  compound  quantities,  percentage  and  mensura- 
tion. The  simple  equation  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  of  all  the  math- 
ematical elements  and  will  be  included  in  this  course.  Text:  Lym'an's 
Advanced  Arithmetic. 

REVIEW  ARITHMETIC.  One  term;  required  of  Seniors..  A 
more  careful  study  of  the  science  of  arithmetic  with  special  reference 
to  the  teaching  of  it.  Text:     Beman  and   Smith's  Higher  Arithmetic. 

METHODS  IN  ARITHMETIC.  A  brief  course  of  four  weeks 
dealing  with  the  study  and  discussion  of  the  theory  of  mathematics 
teaching.  The  division  of  the  subject  adopted  is:  The  aim,  the  meth- 
od, and  the  matter.  Papers  are  written  and  analyses  made.  Import- 
ant practical  conditions  affecting  the  leaching  of  mathematics  in  this 
state  are  reviewed. 

ALGEBRA.  One  year;  required  of  first  year  students.  First 
term :  Addition,  subtraction,  multiplication,  and  division ;  simple  equa- 
tions and  fractions.  Work  completed  to  page  96  in  the  text,  pupils 
are  not  required  to  work  all  the  examples  under  every  exercise.  Sec- 
ond term:  Review  factoring;  take  up  fractions  and  fractional  and 
literal  linear  equations,  together  with  some  work  in  simultaneous  lin- 
ear equations.  Graphical  representation  of  equations  adds  interest  to 
the  work  in  a  practical  way.  This  term's  work  extends  from  page 
103  to  page  180,  omitting  part  of  the  examples  in  nearly  every  exer- 
cise. Third  term :  Review  simultaneous  operations ;  take  up  invo- 
lution, evolution,  the  theory  of  exponents,  surds,  quadratic  equations; 
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pure,  affected,  and  simultaneous  ra;io  and  proportion;  progressions 
and  ihe  binomial  theorem.  Pages  180  to  304,  and  331  to  356.  Text: 
Wells  Algebra  for  Secondary  Schools. 

GEOMETRY'.  One  year;  for  Seniors.  Plane  and  solid  geometry 
It  is  attempted  to  have  represented  a  number  of  the  modern  accessions 
to  the  science  such  as  are  round  in  the  more  advanced  teaching  of  the 
better  schools.  Text:  Beman  and  Smi:h's  New  Plane  and  Solid  Ge- 
ometry. 


XI     Modern  Languages 

Miss  Rawlins. 

FIRST  GERMAN.  One  year.  Open  to  students  in  the  second 
year,  junior  and  senior  classes.  Pronunciation;  easy  reading;  con- 
versation; rudiments  of  grammar;  abundant  exercises;  constant  ref- 
erence to  German  geography ;  history  and  literature ;  and  reading,  in 
English,  of  standard  books  on  modern  Germany,  for  reports  in  class. 
Ability  to  read  ordinary  German  prose  and  to  understand  something 
of  German  life  and  character  is  the  aim.  Texts:  A  German  Grammar 
for  Beginners  (adapted  from  Lange's  German  Method),  by  Paul  V. 
Bacon.  Qluck  Auf,  by  Miller  and  Wenckebach.  Gerstacker's  Ger- 
melshausen"  Zschokke's  "Der  verbrocJiene  Krug."  Elz's  "Er  ist  nicht 
eifersuchtig,"  Von  Hillern's  "Hoher  a\ls  die  Kirche"  (or  the  equivalent 
of  these). 

SECOND  GERMAN.  One  yewr.  Open  to  students  in  the  Junior 
and  Senior  classes.  Reading ;  grammar;  composition;  easy  conver- 
sation; much  reference  work  on  German  history  and  literature.  In- 
creased facili  y  in  understanding  and  expressing  thought  in  the  Ger- 
man language,  and  an  introduction  to  some  o:  Germany's  choicest 
literature  is  the  aim.  Texts:  Hoyse's  "L  Arrabb'ah,  Storm's  lm- 
men-see,  Freytag's  "Die  JonmaHsten,"  Lessing's  "Minna  Von  Barn- 
helm."  Schiller's  "M<ma  Stuart,"  and  "Wilhelm  Tell"  Hatfield's  "Ger- 
man Lyrics  and  Batfads." .  Goethe's  "Hermann  and  Ddrotfhea"  scien- 
tific and  journalistic  German  of  today   (or  the  equivalent  of  these). 


XII     Pedagogy

PHILOSOPHY  OF  EDUCATION.     The  fall  term  of  the  Senior 
year  is   devoted   to   the   study  of  the  philosophy  of  education,  using 
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Rosenkranz  as  a  text  book.  It  is  the  aim  of  this  class  to  give  the 
student  a  clear  idea  of  education,  as  to  its  nature,  forms,  and  limits. 
The  teaching  process  is  analyzed,  and  particular  ways  in  which  edu- 
cation unfolds  itself,  as  determined  by  the  general  idea  of  civilization, 
are  studied  and  compared.  The  text  is  a  bare  outline,  and  the  work 
consists  in  applying  the  previous  material  of  the  course  to  the  general 
problems  of  education  as  these  problems  present  themselves  in  the 
outline.  The  materials  of  instruction  suitable  to  promote  the  devel- 
opment of  the  stages  otf  mental  growth  are  determined,  as  well  as  the 
method  of  instruction  applicable  to  any  of  these  phases.  Text :  Ros- 
enkranz's  Philosophy  of  Education. 

HISTORY  OF  PEDAGOGY.  The  winter  term  of  the  Senior  year 
is  devoted  to  the  Historic  Systems  o'f  Education  and  the  the  Great 
Educators  of  the  past.  The  relation  between  a  nation's  life  and  phil- 
osophy and  its  educational  system  is  shown.  Accepted  educational 
principles  are  traced  to  their  historic  development.  The  power  of  edu- 
cational criticism  is  cultivated.  To  accomplish  that  it  is  necessary  to 
study  the  philosophical  basis  of  each  system,  to  see  how  the  controll- 
ing principles  of  the  system  have  been  deduced  fromi  the  philosophic 
basis,  to  see  how  the  practice  or  concrete  workings  of  the  system  has 
been  determined  by  these  principles.  Each  system  is  criticized  in  re- 
gard to  the  aim,  qualities  of  mind  and  of  character  developed,  form, 
support,  and  control  of  school,  material  of  instruction,  arrangement 
of  materials,  methods  of  instruction  and  theory  of  guidance.  The  life 
and  works  of  great  educators  are  made  the  objects  of  special  study 
and  discussion.  Papers  are  prepared  by  the  class.  Free  use  is  made 
of  the  library  in  this  part  of  the  work.  Text:  Compayre's  History 
of  Education. 

SCHOOL  MANAGEMENT  AND  SCHOOL  LAW.  During  the 
third  term  of  the  Senior  year  these  subjects  are  taken  up.  The  "round 
table"  method  is  used  in  this  class.  Such  topics  as  school  incentives, 
devices,  conditions  of  control,  punishments,  elements  of  teacher's 
power,  teacher's  authority,  and  school  room  conditions  are  discussed. 
The  aim  is  to  develop  the  judgment  of  students  in  the  practical  mat- 
ters of  the  teacher's  work.  The  school  law  of  the  state  is  read  and 
discussed.  Attention  is  given  to  the  powers  and  duties  of  teachers, 
superintendents,  school  boards  and  principal.  Methods  of  making  re- 
ports and  keeping  records  are  presented,  and  the  teacher's  duty  out- 
side the  school  room  is  considered.  Text:  Seeley's  School  Manage- 
ment. 
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GENERAL  METHOD.  The  first  six  weeks  of  fall  term.  The 
purpose  of  this  study  is  to  indicate  the  basic  principles  of  method 
which  underlie  the  special  methods  presented  subsequently  in  method 
classes.    Text :     McMurry's  Method  of  Recitation. 


XIII     School  of  Practice 

Mr.  Hollis. 
Mrs.  Shank.

The  school  of  practice  has  for  its  aim  the  development  of  breadth 
of  teaching.  The  work  of  this  school  is  based  upon  the  work  of  that 
done  in  the  school  of  theory;  it  gives  the  student  an  opportunity  to 
apply  his  knowledge  of  psychology,  general  and  special  method  in  the 
work  of  instruction,  to  observe  children,  and  to  gain  skill  in  teaching. 
The  school  is  made  a  model  one  as  far  as  possible  in  regard  to  cur- 
riculum, method  of  instruction,  school  management,  and  discipline  of 
children. 

Each  Normal  school  student  is  required  to  teach  in  the  school  of 
practice  not  less  than  one  hour  per  day  for  one  year  before  graduation. 
More  practice  will  be  required  by  the  faculty,  if  the  pupil  seems  to 
need  it.  Prior  to  taking  practice  work  the  student  must  have  studied 
psychology,  general  and  special  method.  The  pupil  teachers  will  be 
expected  to  help  in  the  morning  exercises,  and  control,  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable, the  children  in  their  class  rooms.  Each  teacher  must  be  able 
to  teach  singing  and  drawing. 

Directions  in  regard  to  the  general  management  of  the  school,  and 
the  general  duties  of  the  pupil  teachers  are  given  to  each  student,  also 
an  outline  of  the  work  that  is  to  be  done  by  each  teacher.  In  the  as- 
signment of  work  pupil  teachers  are  given  different  grades  to  teach,  and 
as  far  as  possible  their  preferences  are  considered. 

A  thorough  academic  and  pedagogical  preparation  of  every  lesson 
is  insisted  upon.  To  secure  this,  plans  are  made  out  one  week  in  ad- 
vance. Each  plan  is  corrected  by  either  the  critic  teacher  or  the  super- 
visor, and  plans  are  reconstructed  by  the  pupil  teachers  on  the  basis 
of  the  various  suggestions  before  they  are  used. 

All  instruction  is  done  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  critic 
teacher  or  the  supervisor.  Assistance  is  given  in  the  work  of  instruc- 
tion, by  the  critic  teacher  teaching  the  class  while  the  pupil  teacher 
observes,  by  written  suggestions,  by  personal  conferences,  and  by  gen- 
eral critic  meetings.  General  critic  meetings  are  held  once  a  week,  on 
Wednesdays  at  4.  In  these  meetings  general  suggestions' are  given  to 
all,  corrections  are  made  in  the  light  of  accepted  educational  theories,

the  application  of  certain  principles  of  the  work  is  discussed,  the  dif- 
ficulties and  faults  of  individual  pupils  are  talked  over,  and  the  best 
ways  of  helping  them  are  considered.  Department  critic  meetings  are 
held  each  Thursday  at  4,  in  the  various  Model  school  rooms. 

As  to  Pupils  e^nd  Organization 

The  Model  school  offers  all  grades  from  first  to  eighth  inclusive. 
The  pupils  are  principally  from  Valley  City,  though  the  school  is  open 
to  children  from  any  part  of  the  state.  There  is  no  tuition  in  this 
department.  A  student  completing  the  course  in  the  practice  school 
is  given  a  diploma,  and  admitted  to  the  Normal  department.  The 
teaching  in  all  grades  is  done  partly  by  the  Seniors  under  the  direct 
oversight  of  the  critic  teacher  in  charge  otfl  each  room  and  partly  by 
the  critic  teachers  themselves,  who  thus  exhibit  model  lessons  as  the 
basis  for  observation  on  the  part  of  the  Seniors. 

The  school  is  supplied  with  needed  appliances,  and  in  every  way 
is  equal  to  the  best  elementary  schools  of  the  state.  The  moral  and 
social  tone  of  this  department  is  of  the  highest  order,  on  account  of 
the  contact  which  the  puipls  have  with  the  students  and  teachers  of 
the  Normal  department. 

The  Model  school  pupils  support  an  active  athletic  association  and 
have  basket  ball  and  tennis  courts  of  their  own.  A  school  garden  is 
cared  for  by  the  pupils,  and  a  series  of  educational  trips  to  the  flour 
mill,  electric  railway  and  other  industrial  plants  is  distributed  through- 
out the  year. 


XIV    Physical  Culture  and  Elocution 

Mrs.  Herrick. 

PHYSICAL  CULTURE.  The  aim  of  this  department  is,  first: 
the  physical  development  of  the  student;  second,  preparation  to  teach 
simple  school  gymnastics,  and  third,  ease  of  movement  and  develop- 
ment of  personality.  Measurements  are  taken  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  and  from  these  measurements  individual  work  is  prescribed. 
Class  work  consists  of  free  hand  exercises,  games,  light  apparatus  as 
wands,  dumb-bells,  Indian  clubs,  etc.  Particular  emphasis  is  laid  upon 
corrective  work  and  special  work  is  given  to  develop  alertness  and 
spontaneity.  Attendance  at  all  these  exercises  is  subject  to  the  same 
regulations  as  class  recitations. 

The  young  ladies  must  provide  themselves  with  the  regulation 
gymnasium  costume  (blouse,  bloomers  and  tennis  shoes),  which  must 
be  uniform  in  style,  color  and  quality. 

ELOCUTION.  This  department  is  for  the  personal  need  of  the 
student,  for  a  broader  development  of  self  and  to  eliminate  by  careful 
training  inherited  and  habitual  defects  and  mannerisms  of  voice  and 
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body.  This  course  offers  three  terms — consisting  of  voice  placing,  the 
theory  of  corrective  speech  for  school  room  practice,  conversational 
topics  and  story  telling,  platform  appearance,  gesture  and  pantomime. 
One  public  reading  recital  is  given  each  term  when  at  least  one  ap- 
pearance is  required  and  graded  according  to  merit  of  the  work.  Text: 
Murdoch's  Analytical  Elocutiom. 


XV     Physics  and  Chemistry 

Mr.  Ripley. 

The  work  otf  this  department  is  planned  with  a  view  of  develop- 
ing and  inculcating  in  the  student's  mind  a  scientific  method  of  obser- 
vation and  study.  This  means  that  the  student  must  learn  to  read 
nature  by  experiment,  by  testing  her  laws  himselsf  as  well  as  by  accept- 
ing these  laws  as  tested  by  another. 

PHYSICS.  This  is  given  in  the  third  year  and  is  a  three  term 
subject.  No  effort  is  made  to  load  the  student  with  scientific  facts 
and  formulae,  but  to  give  him  a  working  knowledge  of  the  subject, 
to  help  him  understand  the  physical  agents  that  enter  so  largely  into 
his  life.  The  course  is  divided  into'  recitation  and  laboratory  work  so 
arranged  as  to  correlate  with  each  other.  All  experiments  must  be 
written  up  from  the  student's  view  of  his  work.  This  trains  his 
power  of  observation,  Work  by  terms:  First  term;  Properties  of 
matter;  mechanics  of  solids  and  fluids.  Second  term;  Heat,  magnet- 
ism and  electricity.  Third  term:  sound  and  light.  Text:  Millikan 
and  Gale's  Physics. 

ADVANCED  PHYSICS.  This  course  is  given  with  the  aim  of 
preparing  students  to  teach  the  subject  in  high  schools.  Both  mathe- 
matical and  experimental  physics  are  strongly  emphasized  in  this 
course  and  it  is  recommended  that  the  students  taking  this  work  also 
take  trigonometry  at  the  same  time  or  before.  Text :  Hasting  and 
Beach's  General  Physics  and  Jackson's  Magnetism  and  Electricity, 

CHEMISTRY.  Fourth  year.  One  year  course.  This  work  is 
given  with  the  view  of  equipping  the  student  with  the  fundamental 
principles  of  the  subject  and  of  inculcating  in  him  habits  of  close  ob- 
servation and  careful  manipulation.  Its  application  to  daily,  life  is 
ever  kept  before  him,,  as  it  is  realized  that  he  will  go  forth  as  a  teach- 
er. The  work  covers  three  terms.  The  first  two  terms  are  devoted 
to  inorganic  chemistry.  Two  periods  each  day  are  allotted  to  the 
work.  The  recitation  and  laboratory  work  alternates  so  as  to  give 
best  results.  All  experiments  performed  must  be  written  up  in  ink 
from  the  student's  view.     The  third  term  is   devoted  to  qualitative 
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analysis,   both    wet    and    dry.     The   work   is   mostly   in    the    laboratory. 
Text:     Remsen's  Briefer  Course. 

ADVANCED  CHEMISTRY.  This  work  is  given  not  only  10 
prepare  the  student  to  teach  the  subject  in  the  high  schools,  bui  also  to 
form  a  good  basis  should  he  desire  to  study  pharmacy  or  to  become 
a  technical  chemist.  The  work  is  wholly  quantitative,  employing  both 
the  gravimetric  and  volumetric  methods.  Much  miscellaneous  work  is 
done  the  third  term.     Manual :     Evan's  Quantitative  Analysis. 


XVI     Psychology 

*Dr.  Charles  E.  Browne. 

PSYCHOLOGY.  One  year.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give 
students  a  sound  psychological  foundation  for  their  wrork  in  educa- 
tion. Child  study  occupies  the  greater  part  of  the  third  term.  Texts : 
James's  Psychology  (Briefer  Course)  and  Kirkpatrick's  Fundamentals 
of  Child  Study. 


XVII     Reading  a^nd  Singing 

Miss  Amidon. 

READING.  One  term;  first  year.  The  aim  is  to  make  intelligent 
readers,  and  to  teach  the  pupil  to  analyze  thought,  interpret  literature, 
and  render  the  meaning  naturally.  The  work  divides  itself  into  tech- 
nical training  and  the  utilizing  of  the  acquired  capability  in  the  ex- 
pression of  thought  and  feeling.  In  the  first  part  of  the  work  drills 
are  given  in  pronunciation,  enunciation  and  articulation.  Much  em- 
phasis is  laid  upon  the  students'  forming  clear  mental  pictures  of  the 
selections  read,  and  on  the  development  of  the  voice  in  the  expression 
of  emotions.  In  the  second  part  of  the  work,  the  foregoing  princi- 
ples are  carefully  applied  in  the  reading  of  selections  from  classical 
literature,  such  as  Longfellow's  Eifangeline,  and  King  Robert  of  Sicily, 
Whittier's  Snow  Bound,  Tennyson's  Enoch  Arden,  Shakespeare's  Jul- 
ius Caesar,  and  The  Merchant  of  Venice,  etc.  Text :  Clark's  How 
to  Teach  Reading. 

SINGING— FIRST  COURSE.  First  year.  Theory,  sight  reading, 
expression,  and  ear  training.  Theory  includes  a  study  of  the  major 
and  minor  scales  from  any  given  pitch,  and  the  signatures  of  the  keys 
so  derived;  the  writing  and  singing  of  chromatic  scales  and  chromatics, 
the  fundamental  harmonies  and  their  use  in  cadences;  a  s'udy  of  the 
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simplest  musical  forms,  and  writing  of  melodies ;  and  ear  training  in 
both  melody  and  rhythm.  Sight  reading  includes  practice  in  all  keys 
in  one,  two,  three,  and  four  voice  music,  and  in  both  clefs.  Expression 
treats  of  the  relationship  of  words  to  music  and  of  music  to  words; 
of  the  marks  of  expression  as  to  manner,  movement  and  force;  and  of 
the  effect  the  emotions  have  upon  the  quality  and'  beauty  of  tone. 
Much  ear  training  is  given  each  term,  the  aim  being  to  enable  students 
to  write  readily  any  familiar  air  in  any  key  desired. 

SINGING—  SECOND  COURSE.  Second  year.  The  best  com- 
positions within  the  range  and  understanding  of  the  students  are 
studied  and  sung.  Special  emphasis  is  given  to  the  comprehension  of 
the  phrase  in  music,  to  correct  interpretation,  to  distinct  articulation, 
to  the  relation  of  words  and  music;  and  to  the  tone  quality  demanded 
by  different  songs.  The  most  common  musical  forms  are  studied  and 
analyzed,  and  a  brief  course  in  musical  history  is  given. 

SINGING— THIRD  COURSE.  Supervisor's  Course.  An  elect- 
ive open  to  those  who  have  completed  the  first  and  second  courses  in 
singing,  or  their  equivalent  in  other  schools.  The  work  from  the  pri- 
mary grade  through  the  high  school  is  carefully  outlined  and  studied, 
much  attention  being  given  to  the  child's  voice;  the  best  ways  of  pre- 
senting the  various  phases  and  difficulties  oi  music  are  discussed;  the 
different  standard  public  school  courses  are  studied  and  compared ;  ad- 
vanced sight  singing  is  practiced  in  order  to  secure  rapid,  fluent,  and 
artistic  singing,  ear  training,  both  in  tone  and  rhythm,  is  given;  har- 
mony is  studied  through  melody  writing  and'  four-part  writing,  Goet- 
schius  being  used  as  a  text;  music  history  is  studied,  u*ing  W.  S.  B. 
Mathews  as  text,  Kroebel  and  Elson  as  reference ;  and  sufficient,  prac- 
tice in  conducting  is  given  to  enable  one  to  conduct  music  in  high 
school  work.  Each  student  completing  the  course  is  required  to  prac- 
tice the  teaching  of  music  in  the  Model  school  at  least  two  terms,  :mder 
careful  supervision. 

THE  PHILOMEL! AN S.  This  is  an  advanced  glee  club  of  wom- 
en's voices  which  meets  once  each  week  for  the  practice  of  cantatas, 
operettas,  glees,  etc.  They  appear  on  the  various  musical  programs 
of  the  school. 

METHODS  IN  READING.  The  aim  is  to  reveal  the  two-fold 
nature  of  reading — the  study  of  symbols  and  the  study  of  thought  and 
the  best  way  of  teaching  each.  The  advantages  and  disadvantages  of 
the  various  methods  are  discussed  and  psychological  reasons  are  given 
for  adopting  or  rejecting  a  certain  one.  Myths,  fables,  fairy  and  his- 
tory stories,  and  classics  are  studied,  together  with  the  period  of  de- 
velopment when  each  is  of  the  most  value. 

METHODS  IN  SINGING.  All  work  in  singing  is  presented 
with  reference  to  the  child  and  the  child  voice.    Many  rote  songs  are 
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learned  and  practiced  in  the  light  tone  quality  so  essential  for  the 
teacher  of  the  lower  grades.  The  work  of  each  grade,  from  the  pri- 
mary through  ;he  high  school,  is  carefully  studied  and  outlined.  At 
least  one  method  of  presenting  each  new  phase  of  the  music  work  is 
learned  and  practiced.  The  student  is  given  sufficient  training  to  con- 
duct the  music  work  in  his  own  room  and  to  have  an  intelligent 
knowledge  of  the  full  scope  of  the  music  work. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Status  of  High  School  Gr^du^tes 

College  graduates  and  graduates  of  high  schools  of  the  first  class 
who  have  completion  certificates  from  the  high  school  board,  are  ac- 
cepted for  graduation  in  one  year.  They  will  be  required  to  complete 
satisfactorily   the    following   subjects:

A  total  of  15  credits  is  required  for  graduation.  Such  candidates 
should  present  their  diplomas  and  state  board  certificates,  upon  en- 
trance, and  evidence  that  their  high  school  maintains  a  regular  four- 
year  course. 

Graduates  of  high  schools  of  lower  grade  will  receive  credit  upon 
their  course  for  the  work  actually  done  in  their  local  high  school. 
One  year's  residence  is  required  of  all  candidates  for  graduation. 

One  year  is  the  minimum  time  in  which  this  curriculum  can  be 
completed.  It  may  take  longer.  The  student  must  show  a  thorough 
grasp  of  the  subjects  of  study  and  a  knowledge  of]  the  theory  of  edu- 
cation. Particularly,  must  he  be  skillful  and  thorough  in  practice 
work.  One  hour  of  practice  per  day  for  one  year  is  required  of  each 
student  before  graduation.  More  may  be  required  at  the  discretion  of 
the  faculty.  Those  whose  practice  work  shows  that  they  are  not 
adapted  to  the  work  of  teaching  will  be  advised  to  withdraw  before 
graduation. 

Physical  culture,  composition,  declamation,  singing,  rapid  calcula- 
tion, and  military  drill  for  the  young  men  required  throughout  the  stu- 
dent's connection  with  the  school. 

There  are  beginning  classes  in  reading,  ari.hmetic,  grammar,  geog- 
raphy, penmanship,  singing,  and  American  history  each  term. 
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In  addition  to  the  course  of  study  spelling'  is  required  throughout 
the  first  year,  chorus  through  the  second  year  and  current  events 
through  the  senior  year. 

Two  years  of  German  and  one  additional  year  of  drawing  may  be 
elected  by  the  student  instead  of  other  subjects  to  be  agreed  upon. 

Course  of  study  means  a  yearns  work  in  one  subject  or,  related 
subjects,  one  period  per  day  for  five  days  a  week. 

Conditions  of  Admission 

Candidates  for  admission  -to  the  Normal  department  must  be  fif- 
teen years  old,  in  good  health,  of  sound  mind,  good  moral  character, 
and  must  pass  a  creditable  examination  in  the  common  branches  of 
study,  including  arithmetic,  grammar,  geography,  American  history,  and 
spelling. 

The  following  persons  may  be  admitted  to  the  Normal  school  with- 
out examination: 

1.  Persons  holding  any  grade  of  teacher's  certificate  in  the  state 
of  North  Dakota. 

2.  Persons  having  honorable  dismissal  from  schools  of  equal 
grade. 

3.  Graduates  of  high  schools  of  the  state. 

4.  Persons  who  have  finished  the  course  of  study  prescribed  by 
the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  for  the  common  schools  of  the 
state  and  hold  the  common  school  diploma. 

5.  Graduates  of  high  schools  of  other  states  provided  the 
standard  of  such  schools  is  equal  to  the  high  schools  of  our  own  state. 

6.  Intending  students  possessing  none  of  the  qualifications  men- 
tioned above  can  gain  admission  by  passing  the  examination  prescribed 
by  thefaculty,  showing  hat  they  are  qualified  to  do  the  work  of  the 
classes  to  which  they  wish  to  be  assigned. 

Entrance  examinations  are  held  upon  the  first  day  of  each  term, 
and  intending  students  should,  if  possible,  be  present  on  that  day.  Stu- 
dents desiring  advanced  standing  in  any  curriculum  will  be  required  to 
give  evidence  by  examination  of  proficiency  in  the  preceeding  work. 

Promotion 

Each  student's  record  is  made  from  his  daily  work  and  from  occa- 
sional test  examinations.  A  good  record  in  daily  work  is  essential  to 
success,  and  this,  with  the  result  of  the  (term  examinations,  determines 
whether  the  student  shall  be  promoted  or  not.  Those  who  make  a 
class  standing  of  90  per  cent  for  the  term  are  exempt  from  final  ex- 
aminations at  the  close  of  the  term. 

Seventy-five  per  cent  is  the  passing  grade  in  all  subjects  except 
spelling.  Those  who  fail  in  any  course  will  be  required  to  take  it  again 
on  such  conditions  as  thefaculty  may  impose.     As  this  Is  a  Normal 
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School,  intended  to  prepare  teachers  forthe  public  schools,  our  promo- 
tions and  graduations  are  made  with  reference  to  the  student's  ability 
to  teach,  as  well  as  his  scholarship. 

Examinations  for  the  Completion  of  Studies 

When  a  student  has  completed  any  subject  he  may  receive  a  cer- 
tificate to  that  effect.  Such  certificates  are  accepted  in  lieu  of  examina- 
tion for  teacher's  certificate.  Standings  more  Ithan  two  years  old  will 
not  be  furnished  for  such  purpose  unless  the  student  has  recently  been 
in  attendance,  in  which  case  they  may  be  three  years  old. 

Graduation 

Students  who  complete  any  of  the  several  curricula  and  have 
60  term  standings  to  their  credit  and  who  give  evidence  of  scholarship, 
character  and  ability  and  skill  in  teaching,  will  be  graduated  and 
awarded  the  diploma  of  the  Normal  School. 

It  bears  the  signature  of  representatives  of  the  faculty  and  of  the 
members  of  the  board  of  trustees.  The  diploma  of  this  school  will  not 
be  issued  to  anyone  who  has  not  taken  a  course  of  at  least  one  year 
as  a  resident  student.  Neither  does  the  faculty  undertake  to  assure 
any  student  in  advance  that  he  will  be  graduated  at  any  certain  time. 
The  required  work  must  all  be  performed  before  graduation.  It  is 
the  purpose  of  the  faculty  and  of  the  boards  in  charge  of  the  school  to 
require  a  high  standard  of  scholarship  and  teaching  ability  of  all  those 
who  receive  its  diploma. 

State  Certificate 

Sections  737  and  738  of  the  Revised  Codes  Of  North  Dakota  as 
amended  by  the  laws  of  1905,  provides  that  the  diploma  of  the  Normal 
school  shall,  for  the  period  of  nine  months  be  the  equivalent  of  a 
state  certificate  of  the  second  class.  At  the  end  of  nine  month's  suc- 
cessful teaching  the  superintendent  issues  a  state  certificate  of  the  first 
class  valid  for  the  period  of  five  years.  After  three  years'  experience 
he  issues,  on  payment  of  the  required  fee,  a  professional  certificate 
valid  for  life. 

Requirements  for  Graduation 

To  graduate  from  this  institution,  the  student  must  complete  sixty 
term  studies,  or  have  to  his  credit  sixty  units,  or  twenty  courses.  A 
course  means  a  subjeat,  or  series  of  related  subjects,  carried  for  one 
year  and  consists  of  three  term  units.  The  school  offers  about  thirty 
courses  in  all,  forty-lfour  of  which  are  required,  so  that  the  student  is 
at  liberty  to  choose  at  will,  from  the  other  studies  offered,  sixteen 
units,  or  term  studies.

Students  who  take  the  regular  instruction  and  practice  in  band, 
orchestra,  glee  club,  or  advanced  singing  once  each  week 
are  allowed  one-fifth  credit  per  term  on  satisfactory  standings. 

Students  must  be  guided  by  the  faculty  in  the  election  of  studies 
to  avoid  scattered   results. 

Students  who  enter  upon  a  three  term  subject  are  required  to  take 
the  three  terms  unless  permission  is  secured  from  the  faculty  to  take 
fewer. 

Passing  mark  in  all  subjects  is  75  per  cent,  except  spelling,  in 
which  a  standing  of  95  per  cent,  is  required. 

Students  to  complete  the  above  course  in  four  years  are  expected 
to  carry  about  five  subjects  each  term.  To  carry  more,  the  permission 
of  the  faculty  must  be  secured,  and  such  permission  is  not  usually 
granted.  The  student  who  makes  a  low  average  standing  will  be  re- 
quired to  take  fewer  than  five. 

Absence  from  recitations  reduces  a  student's  class  standing  one 
per  cent  for  each  absence  having  satisfactory  excuse;  two  per  cent 
for  each  absence  without  satisfactory  excuse. 

As  far  as  possible  studies  should  be  taken  up  in  the  order  indica- 
ted in  the  above  table. 

All  first  year  students  must  take  an  examination  in  spelling.  Those 
not  passing  must  take  spelling  continuously  without  credit  until  the 
requisite  standing  of  ninety-five  is  maintained  for  one  term. 

Any  student  found  deficient  in  spelling  will  be  remanded  to  the 
spelling  class  at  any  time.  The  same  rule  will  apply  to  students  whose 
English  is  defective. 


SUMMER.  SCHOOL 

July  21— Aug.  28,  1908. 

For  several  years  it  has  been  the  practice  to  offer  a  summer 
school  of  six  weeks.  This  term  is  maintained  by  the  combination  of 
neighboring  counties  with  some  support  from  the  regular  funds  of  the 
Normal  school.  Normal  School  Credits :  Practically  all  the  courses 
in  the  regular  Normal  School  work  are  included  in  the  summer  term. 
Credit  is  given  for  all  work  completed.  It  is  expected,  however,  that 
students  wilt  carry  only  one-half  the  number  of  studies  of  the  regular 
terms,  doing  twice  as  much  preparation  on  it  per  day.  Two  hours  of 
work  per  day  in  the  summer  school  for  six  weeks  equal  one  hour  of 
work  per  day  for  a  term  of  twelve  weeks.     Credit  on  Teacher's  Cer- 
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tificates:  Subjects  completed  in  the  summer  school  receive  credit  in 
the  regular  teacher's  examination  as  do  other  subjects  completed  dur- 
ing other  terms.  In  addition  to  the  regular  classes  review  courses  are 
offered,  intended  to  prepare  students  to  take  examination  for  county 
certificate  of  any  grade.  Besides  the  regular  class  work  a  course  of 
lectures  and  entertainments  is  also  provided.  Graduating  exercises 
will  be  held  at  the  close  of  the  term. 

Valley  City  is  situated  in  a  region  of  wonderful  natural  beauty.  It 
is  an  ideal  place  for  summer  work.  No  place  in  the  state  is  richer  in 
material  for  the  nature  lover;  an  unusual  variety  of  birds  inhabit  the- 
woods  and  there  are  many  flowers  and  shrubs  not  hiet  with  in  other- 
parts  of  the  state.  All  of  the  school  conveniences,  such  as  dormitories,, 
libraries,  lavatories,  laboratories,  gymnasium,  model  school,  etc.,  are 
available  during  the  summer  term.  Tuition  is  free  and  other  expenses, 
are  low. 
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MISCELLANEOUS  INFORMATION 

History 

The  State  Normal  School  at  Valley  City,  was  located  by  the  con- 
stitutional convention  of  North  Dakota.  March  8,  1890,  an  act  was  ap- 
proved providing  for  the  government  o'f  the  Normal  Schools.  The 
school  was  first  opened  Oc:.  13,  1890.  March  2,  1892,  an  act  was  ap- 
proved providing  for  its  temporary  maintenance.  March  7,  of  the 
same  year,  another  act  was  approved,  providing  for  the  erection,  op- 
eraiton  and  management  of  the  Normal  schools  otC  the  state.  Acting 
under  authority  of  this  act,  the  governor  appointed  a  board  of  man- 
agement to  have  charge  of  the  affairs  of  the  institution.  The  school 
opened  its  doors  September  28,  1891  in  a  building  rented  for  the  pur- 
pose. The  main  building  was  dedicated  December  6,  1892.  The  west 
hall  was  dedicated  June  8,  1904.  The  Model  and  Practice  school  was 
dedicated  January  10,  1906.  A  fine  new  building  for  auditorium  and 
class  room  purposes  has  just  been  constructed.  June  7,  1904, 
the  first  class  was  graduated  and  a  class  each  year  since.

Location 


The  school  is  located  at  Valley  City,  the  county  seat  of  Bernes 
county,  one  of  the  largest  and  most  important  agricultural  counties  of 
the  state.  Valley  City  is  a  thrifty  town  of  5,000  inhabitants,  at  the 
junction  of  the  Northern  Pacific  and  the  Sault  Ste  Marie  railroads, 
and  is  there-ore  easy  of  access  from  all  parts  of  the  state. 
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Buildings  a.nd  Grounds 

The  Matin  Building  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  state.  It  is  well  pro- 
vided with  conveniences  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  school  work, 
well  lighted  with  electricity,  scientifically  heated  and  ventilated.  The 
basement  is  furnished  with  the  customary  closets.  On  the  second  floor 
are  large  class  rooms.  Across  the  corridor's  end  representations  of 
classic  art  and  a  few  choice  pieces  of  statuary  add1  to  the  beauty  of 
the  interior. 

The  Science  Hall,  or  west  wing,  is  connected  with  the  main  build- 
ing by  a  corridor  forty  feet  in  length,  on  one  side  of  which  in  the 
basement  lies  the  fuel  room,  on  the  first  floor  the  museum  and  on  the 
second  floor  a  large  study  room.  Across  the  corridor's  end  lies  Sci- 
ence Hall,  88x56  feet.  The  basement  contains  the  lavatories  at  the 
south  end,  one  for  young  men  and  one  for  young  women,  each  26x36 
feet.  North  of  the  corridor  are  two  recitation  rooms.  The  entire  first 
floor  is  devoted  to  science.  Geography  and  biology  occupy  the  south 
half— three  fine  rooms — while  the  rooms  for  physics  and  chemistry  oc- 
cupy the  nor:h  half.  The  second  floor  is  devoted  to  the  library  and 
the  recitation  rooms  for  History  and  English,  the  library  occupying 
the  entire  south  half,  a  room  36x56  feet,  equipped  in  modern  style. 
Stained  glass  windows  admit  a  modified  light  and  give  a  fine  view  of 
the  wooded  bluffs  near  by  and  the  broad  expanse  of  valley  and  forest 
to  the  south.  The  third  floor  entire  is  given  over  to  the  large  gym- 
nasium fitted  with  lockers  and  usual  conveniences.  The  floors  are  all 
well  deadened,  and  the  arrangements  for  heating  and  ventilating  are 
complete.  Special  pains  have  been  taken  by  the  management  to  ren- 
der the  building  sanitary.  Tile  floors  are  laid  in  the  lavatories,  corri- 
dors and  baths,  and  closets  are  surrounded  by  marble  slabs. 

The  Model  School,  or  east  wing,  is  one  of  the  few  buildings  in 
this  country  constructed  with  sole  reference  to  instruction  in  the  art 
of  teaching.  The  best  plans  in  Europe  and  America  were  consulted  be- 
fore the  final  plan  was  adopted,  and  the  completed  building,  while  not 
at  all  ornate,  is  generally  conceded  to  be  a  distinct  step  in  advance  in 
exhibiting  in  school  building  construction,  the  conditions  required  by 
modern  sanitation  and  scientific  pedagogy. 

The  rooms  are  so  grouped  around  central  study  rooms  that  all 
study  periods  are  protected,  no  pupil  having  to  study  while  another 
class  is  reciting. 

There  are  toilet  rooms  on  each  floor,  a  gymnasium'  and  manual 
training  rooms  in  the  basement,  a  geographical  and  industrial  museum 
a  children's  library,  bicycle  and  sled  room,  and  baths  for  both  sexes. 

The  Auditorium  building,  recently  constructed,  is  a  valuable  ad- 
dition. It  is  located  to  the  north  and  west  of  the  west  wing,  with 
which  it  is  connected  by  a  corridor  on  two  floors.  The  building  is 
72x100,  two  stories  above  a  high  basement.  The  basement  and  first  floor 
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are  devoted  to  large  class  rooms  and  the  entire  second  floor  is  given 
over  to  the  auditorium,  which  will  seat  1,300  people. 

The  grounds  of  the  Normal  school  are  the  most  attractive  in  the 
state  for  an  educational  institution.  During  the  past  year  much  ce- 
ment walk  has  been  laid,  adding  much  to  the  attractiveness  of  the 
campus  and  the  convenience  of  the  students.  The  natural  environment 
is  a  powerful  educational  influence.  The  institution  is  certainly  rich 
in  those  natural  surroundings  which  go  to  make  student  life  attractive. 
The  building  is  situated  on  a  slight  eminence  at  the  foot  of  the  high 
bluffs  south  of  the  city,  in  the  midst  of  a  campus  of  over  fifty  acres, 
the  school  having  recently  acquired  a  fine  tract  of  land  on  the  bluffs 
south  of  the  school  that  will  be  continued  as  a  park  for  athletic  pur- 
poses. 

Library 

The  school  has  a  good  working  library  of  about  6,000  volumes, 
Housed  in  a  large  southwest  room,  on  the  second  floor  of  Science  Hall, 
the  library  is  easily  accessible  from  the  general  assembly  hall,  which 
is  used  as  a  study  room.  The  library  contains  a  large  number  of 
United  States  documents,  as  well  as  all  of  the  North  Dakota  state 
documents.  The  educational  documents  of  other  states  make  valuable 
reference  works  for  students  interested  in  research  in  educational  mat- 
ters. 

An  excellent  reading  room  is  maintained  by  the  school  in  connec- 
tion with  the  library.  It  is  well  supplied  with  newspapers  and  period- 
icals, and  by  the  use  of  indexes  to  be  found  in  the  library  is  a  potent 
means  of  growth  and  furnishes  students  an  opportunity  to  become  fa- 
miliar with  current  events  and  the  leading  questions  of  the  day. 

The  city  has  a  Carnegie  free  library  which  is  open  to  all  students 
of  the  Normal  school.  It  has  about  2,500  volumes  of  well  selected 
books.  It  also  supports  a  reading  room  in  which  sortie  periodicals  are 
found  that  are  not  on  file  in  the  Normal  school  library. 

Museums 

Geology  and  Natural  Science. 

The  museum  of  today  is  not  merely  a  collection  of  rare  curiosities 
and  interesting  relics,  but  a  most  valuable  and  indispensable  adjunct 
to  the  work  of  instruction  in  our  schools.  The  museum  may  be  made 
to  perform  other  work — entertaining  and  educating  the  general  public. 
"Whatever  becomes  suggestive  to  the  mind  is  of  educational  value." 
Museums  have,  from  their  very  nature,  the  essence  of  this  suggestive- 
ness,  and  may  be  largely  instrumental  in  exciting  a  desire  for  knowl- 
edge in  their  visitors. 
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The  collection  of  zoological  types  belonging  to  this  institution  is 
rich  and  illustrates  well  nearly  all  the  great  branches  of  the  animal 
kingdom. 

In  the  herbarium  will  be  found  not  only  the  common  plants  of 
this  portion  of  the  state,  but  many  allied  specimens  from  other  parts  of 
the   country. 

The  natural  science  department  for  several  years  has  had  the  use 
of  a  good  private  collection  particularly  rich  in  conchological  and  geo- 
logical specimens  and  well  adapted  to  class  work. 

The  school  is  also  fortunate  in  having  the  use  of  a  fine  private  col- 
lection of  eggs,  that  contains  nearly  a  hundred  species,  some  of  which 
are  very  rare  and  valuable. 

These  collections  make  possible  very  efficient  work  along  zoologi- 
cal and  geological  lines. 

The  practice  teachers  in  the  Model  school  constantly  riraw  upon 
the  museum  for  illustrative  material  used  in  geography,  nature  study 
and  allied  sciences. 

A  well  stocked  museum  conveniently  arranged,  thus  becomes 
doubly  efficient,  when  it  enters  largely  into  the  work  of  both  a  Normal 
school  and  its  practice  department. 

The  institution  is  anxious  to  increase  its  collections  in  every  di- 
rection and  will  gladly  receive  and  give  proper  credit  for  collections 
or  single  specimens.  The  collection  of  war  relics  and  -other  articles 
of  historical  value  should  form  an  important  feature  of  our  museum 
work,  as  well  as  the  making  of  a  complete  collection  of  our  native 
fauna  and  flora. 

Former  students  and  friends  of  the  institution  will  aid  us  greatly 
by  sending  us  specimens  of  rare  species  of  plants  found  in  the  state  for 
our  herbarium  or  by  communicating  with  the  curator  concerning  the 
localities  of  rare  plants  that  may  have  come  to  their  knowledge. 

Model  School  Museum 

During  the  current  school  year  many  valuable  donations  have  been 
placed  in  the  museum.  Captain  Frank  S.  Henry,  of  Company  G,  has 
kindly  furnished  a  choice  collection  of  materials  gathered  in  the  Philip- 
pines during  1898  and  1899,  among  which  are  Filipino  bolos,  Mauser 
cartridges,  various  Chinese  and  Hawaiian  coins,  bamboo  razor  strops, 
bamboo  combs,,  opium1  pipes,  a  Spanish  pistol  and  a  Filipino  flag  tak- 
en from  the  trenches  on  August  13,  1898,  on  the  outskirts  of  Manila. 

Miss  Inga  Knudson,  '07,  has  also  contributed  a  splendid  collection 
of  shells  and  fossils  from  Bellingham,  Washington.  Numerous  addi- 
tions have  also  been  made  from  material  gathered  by  the  biological 
classes  in  their  field  work. 

This  is  largely  geographical  and  industrial  in  its  nature.  It  is  lib- 
erally supplied  with  piatures,  maps,  railroad  folders,  stereoscopic  views, 
magazine  clippings  and  exhibits  to  show  the  processes  of  manufacture. 
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The  Standard  Oil  Company,  Douglas  Shoe  Company,  North  Star  Wool 
en  Mills,  Bell  Telephone  company,  and  many  other  leading  firms  of  the 
country  have  made  contributions  to  this  unique  collection. 

Practice  teachers  have  free  access  to  this  room  in  securing  illus- 
trative material  for  their  class  work. 

Athletics 

The  school  believes  in  the  value  of  the  game  idea  and  that  exercise 
in  the  open  air  and  in  open  contests  wi:h  intelligent  opponents  is  the 
exercise  that  benefits.  Accordingly  the  school  encourages  athletics. 
For  several  years  a  successful  foot  ball  team  h^s  been  maintained 
under  the  direction  of  an  experienced  coach.  A  good  base  ball  team 
was  maintained  during  the  spring  term.  The  young  men  have  done 
well  in  basket  ball  and  the  ladies  of  the  school  have  been  very  suc- 
cessful at  the  same  sport,  having  held  the  state  championship  five 
years  out  of  six.  During  the  spring  term  track  and  field  .athletics  are 
ardently  practiced. 

The  school  is  a  member  of  the  North  Dakota  Athletic  Conference 
and  all  games  are  played  under  the  rules  laid  down  by  that  conference. 
Its  players  are  all  students  and  as  far  as  possible  athletics  are  con- 
trolled in  the  interests  of  a  higher  type  of  manhood.  Our  coach  is  a 
member  of  the  faculty  and  all  the  work  of  the  a.hletic  association  is 
under  the  supervision  of  the  faculty. 

Lecture  Course 

The  Valley  City.  Lecture  Association  supports  the  most  expensive 
list  of  talent  between  Minneapolis  and  Butte.  It  will  spend  sixten  hun- 
dred dollars  next  season.    The  following  talent  is  being  negotiated  for:

Last  year  a  student's  ticket  to  the  complete  course  cost  only  $1.25. 
It  is  a  great  thing  for  students  to  meet  world-famous  men  and  hear 
eminent  musicians. 

Many  free  lectures  are  delivered  before  the  students  by  prominent 
visitors  and  by  members  of  the  faculty. 

MusicaJ  Advantages 

Special  encouragement  is  given  to  the  musical  work  of  the  insti- 
tution.    Classes  are  formed  every  term  for  the  rudiments  of  singing 
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which  are  free  to  all  students.  Besides  the  regular  instructors  in 
singing  the  school  has  the  service  of  an  instructor  of  piano  and 
violin,  and  an  instructor  who  devotes  his  time  to  string  and  band  in- 
struments. All  private  lessons  must  be  paid  for  by  the  student.  There 
has  recently  been  a  marked  revival  of  interest  in  music  in  the  school 
and  several  clubs  have  been  formed  for  the  advancement  of  the  art. 

Glee  Club.  The  young  ladies  have  a  glee  club  under  the  instruction 
of  a  teacher  of  singing  and  have  weekly  meetings  for  the  practice  of 
glees,  choruses  and  anthems.  Young  ladies  who  show  ability  to  sing 
are  chosen  to  membership. 

Orchestra.  An  orchestra  has  been  maintained  for  several  years, 
to  which  any  student  having  a  suitable  instrument  may  be  admitted  on 
the  payment  of  a  small  fee.  The  organization  has  the  leadership  of  an 
accomplished  instructor. 

Band.  The  Normal  school  bands  are  attractive  organizations  to 
the  young  men  and  women  who  are  musically  inclined.  Instruction  in 
them  are  free  to  all  students  and  the  boys  organization  has  a  natty  uni- 
form for  use  on  public  occasions.  The  ladies'  band  was  organized  in 
1906  and  has  a  membership  of  25. 

Mandolin  Club.  A  mandolin  and  guitar  club  is  also  open  to  stu- 
dents on  the  payment  of  a  nominal  fee  and  it  also  has  the  advantage  of 
instruction. 

These  organizations  contribute  greatly  to  the  life  of  the  school 
and  offer  opportunity  for  students  to  use  spare  hours  for  improvement 
in  music. 

Religious  Influences 

Any  teaching  sectarian  in  religion  or  partisan  in  politics  is  con- 
trary to  the  spirit  and  policy  of  the  institution.  Nevertheless  the  school 
aims  to  develop  a  high  moral  sense  and  a  Christian  spirit. 

In  no  institution  is  the  religious  and  moral  tone  hgher  than  here. 
Each  day's  session  is  opened  with  a  simple  religious  exercise  and  t'rte 
attendance  of  all  the  students  is  required. 

Students  are  expected  to  attend  the  church  of  their  own  choice  at 
least  once  each  Sunday.  Attendance  at  all  religious  services  is  vol- 
untary; however,  all  students  are  expected  to  choose  their  church 
home  at  the  beginning  of  the  session  and  attend  its  services  regularly. 

The  Christian  young  ladies  of  the  school  maintain  a  local  organ- 
ization of  the  Young  Woman's  Christian  Association,  and  hold  meet- 
ings in  the  school  every  Tuesday  afternoon.  This  association  has  the 
name  of  being  one  of  the  most  active  and  zealous  in  the  northwest. 
The  society  also  maintains  a  rest  room  or  parlor  for  the  girls. 

The  Christian  association  arranges  for  the  study  of  the  Bible 
under  one  of  the  Normal  school  instructors,  using  modern  methods  of 
Bible  study. 
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The  young  men  maintain  a  vigorous  and  active  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  in 
affiliation  with  the  college  associations  of  the  state,  under  the  guid- 
ance of  the  International  Committee. 

Representatives  of  both  of  these  associations  are  sent  to  Geneva 
every  year  for  study  and  conference. 

Societies 

The  Normal  Atheneum  is  a  literary  society  organized  and  main- 
tained by  the  students  of  the  school  for  exercise  in  declamation,  essay, 
debate,  and  parliamentary  practice.  In  addition  to  the  work  of  the 
society  the  faculty  requires  other  rhetorical  work. 

The  Clionion  society  for  literary  work  amo  ig  ithe  young  ladies, 
meets  once  a  week. 

The  young  men  of  the  school  also  maintain  a  socie  y  known  as 
the  E.  B.  C.  especially  for  the  encouragement  of  debate,  and  they  have 
been  very  successful  in  interscholaatic  debate,  having  won  in  every 
contest  they  have  entered. 

The  Eclectic  is  a  society  for  both  sexes  for  general  literary  work. 

The  Science  Club,  organized  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  stu- 
dents in  this  field  to  keep  step  with  the  latest  discoveries,  meets 
monthly. 

A  Social  Science  Club  me^ts  weekly  for  the  study  of  present  so- 
cial conditions  and  tendencies. 

An  Arena  Club  was  organized  in  1906  in  competition  for  the 
Arena  Club  prizes.  It  secured  the  first  prize,  which  was  twenty-five 
dollars  worth  of  books  bearing  on  present  problems.  It  meets  month- 
ly and  keeps  informed  especially  on  political  movements. 

An  Athletic  Association  directs  the  athletic  enterprises  in  which 
students  are  interested.  Tennis,  baskef*  ball  and  foot  ball  are  en- 
couraged. 

Prizes 

Honorable  W.  L.  S'tockwell  offers  a  prize  of  $15.00  to  encourage 
public  speaking  and  literary  expression,  the  prize  to  be  given  under 
rules  determined  by  the  faculty. 

The  past  year  this  prize  was  offered  for  the  best  oration  or  ad- 
dress on  a  public  question ;  $10.00  for  the  firsft  prize  and  $5.00  for  the 
second. 

Honorable  E.  R.  Brownson,  of  the  Board  of  Management,  added 
$15.00  to  this  prize. 

Mr.  Brownson  also  offered  a  prize  of  $25.00  for  the  best  literary 
society  work.    This  was  won  by  the  Atheneum  society  this  year. 

Expenses 

Tuition  is  free,  but  a  matriculation  fee  is  required  by  act  of  the 
state  board  of  trustees.    It  is  $5.00  for  those  who  enter  the  first  term,

$4.00  for  those  who  enter  the  second  term,  and  $3.00  for  those  who  en- 
ter the  third  term.  The  matriculation  fees  are  to  be  paid  the  day  of 
entrance.  A  fee  of  $5.00  is  charged  for  the  Commercial  course,  in- 
cluding Typewriting  and  Stenography. 

Eash  student  is  required  to  deposit  $1.00  in  addition  to  the  above 
as  a  guarantee  that  the  school  property  put  into  his  hands  will  be  re- 
turned, and  to  cover  breakage,  etc.  This  will  be  returned  at  the  olose 
of  the  term  in  case  there  are  no  charges  against  the  student. 

The  expenses  at  this  institution  are  as  low  as  a't  any  other  school 
in  the  northwest  if,  indeed,  they  are  not  lower.  Accommodations  at 
private  homes  and  boarding  houses  are  abundant. 

Board  and  room  can  be  had  for  $3.50  per-  week.  By  the  forma- 
tion of  clubs  board  and  room  can  be  had  at  $2.50  to  $3.00  per  week, 
as  the  students  themselves  desire.  Some  students  who  have  tried  this 
method  have  reduced  their  expenses  to  less  than  $2.00  per  week. 
Those  who  rent  rooms  and  adopt  the  method  of  self-boarding  reduce 
expenses  to  a  still  lower  point.  Other  expenses  are  what  the  students 
makdthem — in  no  case  should  they  be  lavish. 

Dormitories 

The  institution  owns  two  fine  dormitories  near  the  school  and  they 
are  equipped  admirably  as  a  home  for  seventy-five  young  women. 
Everything  needed  for  comfortable  living  is  furnished  except  soap  and 
napkin  ring,  both  of  which  must  be  furnished  by  the  student. 

Good  board  and  room  completely  furnished,  w  armed  and  electric 
lighted,  costs  $42.00  per  term  of  12  weeks,  payable  by  the  month  or 
term,  always  in  advance.  No  deduction  is  made  for  absence  and  no 
commutation  is  allowed  where  students  leave  before  the  close  of  the 
term,  except  in  case  of  sickness.  The  young  women  in  these  halls  are 
under  direct  charge  of  the  matron  of  the  Dormitories,  subject  to  the 
rules  posted  in  the  buildings.  Young  men  who  have  rooms  in  the 
♦>eighborhood  can  secure  table  boarcl  at  the  hall. 

Reservation  of  Room  in  either  oji  the  ladies'  halls  can  be  made  in 
advance  by  mail  or  otherwise  by  applying  to  the  President  of  the 
school  and  depositing  a  fee  of  $2.00.  The  deposit  will  be  credited  on 
the  first  month's  board. 

Episcopal  Ha.ll 

The  Episcopal  church  has  bought  a  large  house  and  elegant 
grounds  within  two  blocks  of  the  school  and  here  a  home  is  furnished 
to  thirty  young  ladies.  Table  board  is  also  offered.  A  competent 
matron  is  in  charge. 

Pure  Drinking  Water 

During  the  excavation  for  the  East  Wing  the  workmen  unearthed 
a  splendid  perennial  spring.     The  water  from  this  was  found  to  be 
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exceptionally  palatable  and  refreshing  and  it  has  since  developed  that 
for  pureness  it  is  almost  unexcelled.  It  has  been  confined  in  a  reser- 
voir constructed  under  the  floor  of  one  of  the  basement  rooms  and  by 
means  of  an  overflow  pipe  the  water  is  kept  fresh  and  cool.  This 
water  is  used  exclusively  in  our  school.  Prof.  E.  F.  Ladd,  State  Food 
Commissioner,  after  an  examination  of  the  water  has  submitted  the 
following  analysis:

"This  water  is  of  exceptional  organic  purity.  The  total  solids  are 
low  for  waters  in  this  state.  Of  the  705  parts  of  mineral  solids,  105 
parts  are  in  the  form  of  common  salt.  There  is  present  a  consider- 
able quantity  of  lime  sulphate,  a  small  amount  of  magnesium  sulphate 
and  the  balance  of  the  solids  are  in  the  form  of  sodium  bicarbonate." 

Book  Store 

A  A  small  book  store  has  been  established  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Normal  school  where  students  can  purchase  necessary  books  and  stu- 
dents' materials  at  a  price  considerably  less  than  that  usually  charged 
in  retail  book  stores.  It  is  often  possible  to  reduce  the  text  book  ex- 
penses by  the  purchase  of  second-hand  books,  a  few  of  which  the 
store  keeps  on  hand.     A  student  custodian  is  appointed  each  year. 

HeeJth  of  Students 

All  parts  of  the  building  are  abundantly  supplied  with  pure  drink- 
ing water.  The  ample  use  of  this  together  with  regular  physical  ex- 
ercises required  of  all  students,  and  the  absence  of  all  unhealthful 
•conditions  in  the  city  has  made  the  health  of  our  student  body  re- 
markably satisfactory.    Absence  for  sickness  is  very  rare. 

The  sanilary  and  hygienic  conditions  of  the  school  are  also  much 
improved  by  the  fact  that  we  have  a  practical  physician  on  our 
Board  who  gives  much  attention  to  these  items,  and  to  the  further 
fact  that  the  physical  directors  are  required  to  give  special  attention 
to  the  health  of  the  students.  Much  of  the  physical  work  is  directed  to 
the  correction  of  unhealthful  postures,  conditions  and  habits. 

SpeciaJ  Announcements 

As  a  means  of  bringing  the  school  into  closer  relation  to  the  ed- 
ucational work  of  the  state,  the  President  and  other  members  of  the 
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faculty  will  engage  in  the  institute  and  summer  school  work  as  here- 
tofore. They  will  also  be  pleased  to  attend  institutes  and  teachers'  as- 
sociations to  lecture  on  educational  subjects  when  this  can  be  done 
consistently  with  their  duties  at  the  school.  Application  should  be 
made  to  the  President  for  a  list  of  speakers  for  lectures  and  addresses 
and  their  subjects. 

Government 

We  have  but  a  few  regulations,  and  such  as  we  have  are  necessary 
to  the  successful  administration  of  the  institution  for  the  greatest 
good  of  all.    Students  will  be  required: 

To  conform  to  such  rules  as  may  be  promulgated  from  time  to 
time  by  the  board  of  trustees,. the  board  of  management  or  the  faculty. 

To  be  prompt  and  regular  in  attendance  on  all  school  exercises. 

To  observe  such  hours  of  study  as  the  faculty  may  designate. 

To  conform  to  the  usage  of  good  society  in  all  their  relations  to 
the  public,  their  teachers,  and  each  other. 

To  leave  the  city  only  on  permission  of  the  President. 

To  secure  a  boarding  place  approved  of  by  the  President. 

To  change  boarding  places  only  after  the  permission  of  the  Pres- 
ident has  been  secured. 

To  take  proper  care  of  all  school  property  entrusted  to  their  keep- 
ing. 

To  refrain  from  any  action  that  would  interfere  with  the  success- 
ful progress  of  the  school  or  bring  discredit  upon  the  good  name  of: 
the  student  body. 

To  give  their  undivided  attention  to  the  work  of  the  school. 

This  excludes  participation  in  private  classes',  local  entertainments, 
social  functions,  or  other  enterprises  that  will  interfere  with  success- 
ful class  work. 

To  bring  a  certificate  of  a  physician  when  returning  to  school  after 
being  infected  with  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease. 

Advice  to  Intending  Students 

Read  this  bulletin  carefully. 

Do  not  be  afraid  to  ask  questions. 

Be  present  on  the  first  day  of  the  term.  Our  ztiork  deindnds  that 
not  a  single  exercise  be  lost.  The  first  lesson  is  a  key  to  the  term's 
work  in  every  subject    A  good  beginning  is  half  the  race. 

Do  not  plan  to  carry  too  many  subjects.  Five  is  the  maximum 
for  any  one.  On  arrival,  students  should  report  to  the  President. 
Students  are  under  the  control  of  the  institution  while  members  of  the 
school. 
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Students  should  bring  such  text  books  and  books  of  reference  as 
they  may  have:  The  books  we  use  are  for  sale  at  the  stores  at  the 
usual  prices. 

The  faculty  exercises  a  constant  supervision  over  the  health  of 
the  students.  Health  is  a  fundamental  requisite  of  success,  and  no 
student  will  be  knowingly  permitted  to  study  at  the  expense  of  it.

The  general  exercises  and  the  classes  are  always  open  to  visitors. 
The  school  is  the  property  of  the  state,  and  in  special  manner  of  <the 
teachers  of  the  state.
